Will Bof6 for Oil Nosr Hors 

St.,nd.,rd Oil Co. to Sink Wells at 
Perlfoot Lake in Search of Oil. 
Lease 7,000 u teres. 

The West Tennessee Land Com- 
pany leased Saturday, 7,000 acres 
of land to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, and within a week or ten days 
the drst well will be sunk in the lake 
bottom to a depth of 4,000 feet in a 
search for oil. The prospects are 
rare, indeed, for striking oil, and if 
the venture is successful it is believ- 
ed that it will put an end for all time 
to come to the question of draining 
the lake, which question was un- 
doubtedly at the bottom of the night 
rider troubles in Obion county. 

The lease was signed by J. W. 
Scott, general agent for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, and Judge Harris, 
as president and general manager 
for the land company. The 7,000 
acres are located in the center and 
lower end of the lake, and the tirst 
well will be bored just off White's 
Landing, two miles from Tiptonville. 
The machinery has been ordered for 
the boiing, and will arrive some 
time this week. The operations will 
be commenced at once. 

In speaking of the prospects for 
striking oil, Mr. Scott said i 

"I have tried out seventeen lakes 
formed by the earthquakes of 1811 
and 1812 since I have been connect- 
ed with the Standard Oil Company, 
arid have struck oil in every one of 
them. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that we will be successful in 
boring wells in Reelfoot Lake. I 
cannot now say how many wells will 
be bored, but I know that the acre- 
age covered by the lease signed Sat- 
urday will not be enough for us, if 
we are successful. The machinery 
is already on the way here, and we 
will start work at once. The first 
ell will be sunk to a depth of 4,- 
000 feet. I think in that depth we 
should strike a fine flow of oil." 

Mr. Harris is also very enthusias- 
tic over the venture. Following the 
lead of his father, Col. John Harris, 
bis pet scheme has been to eventual- 
ly drain the lake. He declined to 
discuss this question Saturday, but 
intimated that if oil was struck the 
project would hardly be pushed any 
further. It is the general opinion 
here however, that if oil is found 
there will be no further steps taken 
to drain the lake, at least not for 
many years to come.

Ihe bureau of e ducatlnn ha* 
rendered efficient service, hut th* con- 
grens hss neglected to adequately sup- 
ply the bureau with meana to meet the 
educational growth of th* country. 
I earnestly recommend that this un- 
fnrtunste state of affslrs as regards 
the national educational office be reme- 
died by adequate appropriations. Thl* 
recommendation Is urged by the repre- 
arntatlvea of our common schools and 
great state universities and the leading 
educators, who all unite In requesting 
favorable consideration and action by 
ths congress upon this subject. 

The president point* out the neces- 
sity of better organization of the vari- 
ous bureaus responsible for the public 
health, and urges the placing of all 
soldiers" homes under Ihe Jurisdiction 
of the war department. 

Statehood. 

On the question of statehood the 
president *aya: 

I advocal. the Immediate admission nf 
N, w Mexico and Arlxonx as slate*. Thl. 
should be done St Ihe present session of 
Ihe congress. The people of th* two ter- 
ritories hav* made it evident by their 
votes thst they will not come In ss one 
state. The only alternative Is to admit 
them as two. and I trust that this will be 
done without delay. 

Interstate F ineries. 

I call the attention uf the ronare** to 
the Importance of Ihe problem of the 
fisheries In the Interstate waters On the 
Qrenl Ijikes we are now, under Ih. very 
wtae treaty of April II of thl. year, *n- 
deavoimg to come to *n International 
agreement for the preaervation and sat 
lafactory uae of tha fisheries nf these wa- 
ter, which can not otherwise be achieved. 
Lake Krte. for example, haa the richest 
fresh water fisheries In the world; but It 
Is now controlled by th* statutes of two 
nations, four state*, and one province, 
and this pruvlnc. by two different ordi- 
nance. In different counties. All the*, 
political divisions work at cross pur- 
po*e*. snd In no case can they achl.v. 
ptxte'tlon to the flsherte*. on th. one 
hand, and Juallc* lo th. lucallllo* and In- 
dividual* on Ihe other. 

Foreign Affairs. 

Thl* nation s foreign policy Is based 
on the theory that right must be don* 
between nations precisely as between 
Individuals, and In our action* for the 
lust ten year, we have In thl. matter 
I'toven our faith by our deed.. We 
h.ve behaved, .nd are behaving, to- 
ward, other nation*, a* ln prlvat* llf* 
an honorable m.n would be have to- 
ward, hi. fellow*. 

Latin Amen, an Republic*.

I tak* thle opportunity publicly to 
s'. 'e my appreciation nf Ihe way la 
which In Japan.

Ih. battle fleet haa been re- 
ceived nn Ita practice voyage around 
the world. The American government 
can not ton atrongly exprr*. Ita appre- 
ciation of the abounding and grnrrnu* 
hoapltallty ahown our ships in •very 
port thry vi.ltrd. 

Th* Army. 

A* regard* Ihe army I call attention 
to the f»cl that while our Junior offi- 
cer* and enll.ted men stand very high, 
the pre.ent .y.lem of promntlnn by 
seniority results In hrlnglna Into th* 
higher grnde. many men of mediocre 
capacity who h.ve hut a short time ta 
serve. No man should regard It a. hla 
vested rlahl to rise lo th. hlghe.t rank 
ln the army any more than In any 
other prof.e.lon. It I* ■ rurloua and 
hy nn men. creditable fact that there 
shnuld b. so often a failure on th. 
part nf the public and lis representa- 
tives to understand the great need, 
frnm the standpoint of the service and 
th* nation, of refusing to promote re- 
spect. hie. elderly Incompetent.. Th* 
higher pl.ee* ahould b. given tn the 
moat deserving men without regard to 
seniority; at least seniority should be 
treated as only one consideration In 
Ihe slrees of modern Industrial com- 
petition no business Arm could succeed 
If those responsible for It* management 
were chosen simply on the ground that 
they were the oldest people In Its em- 
ployment; yet this Is the course advo- 
cated aa regard* the army, and re- 
quired by law for all grades except 
thoae of general officer. Aa a matter 
of fart all of the beet officer* In th* 
highest rank* of th* army are tho** 
who have attained their present posi- 
tion wholly or In part by a process of 
selection. 

The scope of retiring boards should 

be extended so that they could con- 
sider general unfitness to command for 
any cause. In order to secure a far more 
rigid enforcement than at present In 
Ihe elimination of officers for mental, 
physical or temperamental disabilities 
But this plsn is recommended only If 
the congress does not sos At to provide 
what In my Judgment le far better, 
that Is. for selection In promotion, 
for elimination for eg*. Officers who 
fsll to attain a certain rank by a cer- 
tain sg*. should be retired— for In- 
stance. If a man should not attain 
fleld rank by the time he I* 48 h* 
should of course be placed on the re- 
tired Hat. General officara ehould be 
selected as at present, and one-third 
of the other promotions should he 
made by selection, the selection to be 
made by the prealdent or secretary of 
war from a list of at least two candi- 
date* propoaed for each vacancy by a 
board of officers from th* arm of th. 
service from which tho promotion Is 
to be made. A bill la now before th* 
congress having for Ita object to se- 
cure the promotion of officers to vari- 
ous giii, li s at rea.onable age. through 
a process of selection, by board* of of- 
ficers, of the least efficient for retire- 
ment with a percentage of their pay 
depending upon length of service The 
bill, although not accomplishing all 
that should be done. Is a long step la 
the right direction; and I earneatly 
Its passage, or that of a 
pletely effective measure. 
National Guard. 
Now that th. orgsnls.d mllitls. th. 
National Guard, has been Incorporated 
with the army as a part of Ike national 
forces. It behooves tha government to 
do every reasonable thing In Its power 
to perfect it* efficiency. It ahould be 
a.sl.t.d lu It. in.tructlon and other- 
wise sided more liberally than hereto- 
fore. The continuous services of many 
well-trained regular officers will be 
essential In this connection. A 
bill la now pending before th* 
congress creating a number of extra 
officers In the army, which If 
ss it ought to br. will enable 
officers to be trained as Instructors of 
National Guard and assigned to that 
duty. In case of war It will be of tie 
utmost Importance to have a large 
number of trained officers to use for 
turning raw levies Intu guod troops. 

The Navy.

A SUITABLE SEED BED 
Prof. Thomas Shaw Tells How to Pre 



The Importance of a good seed bed 
cannot !»■ easily en.:. I mated If the 
seed bed Is not suitable for receiving 
the seed when It Is sown, growth will 
be hsmllcapped right at the atari, and 
when young plants do not start well, 
only the most favorable weather con 
dltloos can result In a good crop. 

\\ l.-n clay lands have been plowed 
lu the autumn, they should uot be 
atlrred In (he spring until they have 
dried out so much that they will not 
pack when cultivate,! or harrowed To 
Stir them at an earlier period would 
wean that they would soon hscossa so 
cloddy that (he young planta could 
make no headway Kv.-n though wait 
lug should mean late sowing, those 
lands should not be stirred until they 
are dry. 

On the other hand certain sandy 
soils and also soils of the prairie will 
dry mote quickly If they are stirred, 
even before they are dry enough to 
sow To stir them up with the cultlta 
tor or harrow will put them In con 
dltton for being sown earlier thaa 
would otherwise lit* practicable.

Where the price is based on a 
central market the farm price will 
be the minimum price less the 
freight and a fair commission for 
home handler, unless the owner ships 
direct.
